CHICAGO The excitement In the wheat pit
on the Board of Trado was continued
As on yesterday the "bears had the best of it
and they improved their opportunities by forc-
ing a further reduction in values. There were
occasional rallies lint tho general tendency
was downward. Tbo other 'articles dealt n
simpalbized with tho weaknoss In wheat and
show a material loss in prices. At the tap of
the opening bell the bears swarmed into the
wheat pi:, apparently resolved to recoup them-
selves for tho losses which they sustained
during the recent advance. They played bold
game and their onslaught was irresistible.
The new contingent which led the recent ad-

vance was selling out its wheat and most of tho
local bulls followed their lead, though they
were inclined to buv on the breaks, by which
thev were losers as the breaks ctnie in too
rapid succession.

The bear contingent soomed to call the mar-
ket successfully at times and got the benefit of
all tneacuontherewssinit. Tbo) putoutthelr
wheat on the hard spots, took it back on toe
breaks and again flooded the market when It
rallied. Bulls who had honed for tho price to
take a decided tnrn higher were in this way
drowned out scleral times.

TRADE PICKING IT.

More Doinc aad a More Confident

Tone Among Business --People.

SAFETY FODND IN CONSERVATISM.

Local Stock Iradinjr Keeps Up to a Good

Level and Yalnes Steady to Stroiiff.

OFFICE AND STREET NEWS AND GOSSIP

"While the volume of business is not so

large as at the corresponding time last
year, it is well up to that of 1889. and im-

proving from weec to week. Last year

started out with 3 rush and ended in
disaster. The reverse of this is true
this year. The worst came first. There
has been steady improvement during the
last tiro mouths, and the outlook is favor-

able to its continuance. Reports from various
parts of tho country show trade in nearly all

lines to be reasonably active. Conservatism is
tho rule everywhere. Thi is an element ot
safety both sure andsteadfast.

Especial attention is being given by manu-
facturers 10 the roducing of expenses; railroad
managers are doing the same. Business xcen
in all avenues.aro lopping off bore and the'C
Middle men are rather cautious about i"f:up stocks. Buyers arc figuring out how little
they can get along with, and each and all arc
keeping a close oyo upon expenditures and tho
ucccs.lt) of incurring the least possihleamount
of obligation. Producers are not entering upon
tho active season of the year with quite as
much business as usual, or as much as they
would like, and a great many middle men hate
stocks of goods on hand regarding the distribu-
tion of which thct feel a little concerned jnst
now, but for all that, the general tendencies are
in the right direction. There is comparatively
little idle labor in tho country except as the re-

sult of strikes.
The farmers have less wheat and corn on

hand than at this tliuo a year ago. Crop reports
are all good, so far as thev go. Those who fur-

nish fanners and cotton planters with supplies
are doing, according to their own reports, a
good business, and are collectingprottj close.y
Liquidations and settlements are progressing
fitisfactorily. Of course, thoro are exceptional
cases, as there alwats aie, but these do not ar-fe-

tho general situation, which is full of as-

surance and inspiration. With the labor trouble
out of the waj theiewill be nothing to prevents
forward movement along the wholo line.

Pennsylvania Railroad Report.
The annual report of General Manager

Charles LPugh.;of the Pennsjlvauia Railroad,
for the year ending December 3L lb90, just
issued, and covering the entire system, shows

that during tho j car 20,O06.20S passengers of all
kinds were carried over the lino between Phil-
adelphia and l'ittsburg, being an increase over
1SS9 of 2,206.801, or 12.74 per cent. Between the
same points thcie were moved, of all kinds of
freight, 37,097,319 tons, being an increase of
5,499,121. or 167 per cent.

THE HEW BA1LE0AD

Just Established Between Plttsbarp; and
tho Quaker City.

Philadelphia, April 22. The new line of

the Reading Riilroad from this city to Pitts-
burg, the West and Southwest, was opened

for 'business Tuesday. The new work
which bas just bean completed, is at
Harnsburg and immediately west of it.
The Reading system proper ends at
Shippensburg. and from- - that point to Cherry
Run the Western Maryland tracks are to be
used, llicre connection is mado with the Bal-

timore and Ohio. Pittsburg will bo reached
over the Pittsburg branch of thatroidfrom
Cumberland. From both New York and Phila-
delphia tho new lino gives, by wav of the main
line of the Baltituoro and Ohio Railroad be-

yond Cumberland, a routo to the Southwest,
Cincinnati, St. Louis and the lower Mississippi
Valley considerably shorter than any other.
From Now York to Chicago the dMince is
very little greater than that of tho Pennsylva-
nia, which is the shortest of the trunk lines.

From New York to Harnsburg. by way of
Alientown. and tbo Jersey Central or Lehigh
Valley Railroad, tho Reading's ronto is 180

miles long and tho PennsylvanlVs 196. From
Harnsburg to Pittsburg the "Pennsy" bas the
shorter line, but bet ond that city to Chicago
tho Baltimore and Ohio road will have, when
tho road from Akron to Chicago Junction
is finished, tho shorter route. Tha
new connections will strengthen the
Reading in devoloping its freight
business, and so will be of value to Philadel-
phia in giving it competition. The Reading,
will be abla to send its h ird coal through West-or- u

Fennsjlvania, and there will, come back
over its tracks for Philadelphia and Eastern
Pennsylvania soft coal and cuke from the Cum-

berland and Connellsvillo regions. With its
extensive Philadelphia terminals the Reidinc
will doubtless be able to secure a large through
traffio for its now route, ou which it will have a
haul ot about 150 miles.
